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WELFARE DEPARTMENT 
TO AID DRAFT BOARDS 


In line with the policy of 
the State Selective Service 
System to prevent induction 
of men who may later be- 
come mental or nervous 
“misfits” in the Army, the 
Coffee County Department 
of Public Welfare has been 
asked to cooperate with lo- 
eal selective service boards 
in furnishing to them any 
confidential information re- 
garding potential — regis- 
trants which may _ indicate 
mental, physical or emo- 
tional problems of any kind, 
Mrs. Grace Ebert, Director, 
said today: 

Procedures have been de- 
veoped whereby, beginning 
July 1, 1948, local boards 
will furnish to county de- 
partments of public welfare 
lists of all registrants tenta- 
tively classified as 1-A. The 
public. welfare department 
will clear its records for any 
information regarding these 
registrants which may re- 
late to nervous or mental 
history, irregularities in 
school or work records, fam- 
ily background, ete. Fur- 
ther, the public welfare de- 
partment will clear with 
the American Red Cross for 
any material in their files re- 
garding these registrants, 
and will forward all avyail- 
able information to the Med- 
ical Division of the State 
Selective Service System to 
be used confidentially by 
physicians and psychiatrists 
at induction centers. 

In instructions sent out 
recently to all local draft 
boards, examining physi- 
cians, and medical advisory 
boards, the State Selective 
Service System stated: We 
want to stop the induction 
of the social misfits and 
inadequates. We cannot 
stop all of them from join- 
ing the various components 
of the Armed Forces, but we 
can stop drafting them.” 

This new responsibility in 
assisting in “screening” in- 
ductees is the second coop- 
erative service undertaken 
by the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare in regard to se- 
lective service boards. Since 
November, 1940, the Coffee 
County Public Welfare De- 
partment has worked close- 
ly with local boards in mak- 
ing investigations of doubt- 
ful cases of dependency. In 
accepting this new job for 
the public welfare agency, 
Miss Loula Dunn, State 
Commissioner of Public 
Welfare, wrote Lt. Col. J. 
T. Johnson, Jr., Acting Di- 
rector of the State Selective 
Seryice System: ‘As I have 
indicated to you _ previous- 
ly, this Department at all 
times stands ready to pro- 
vide to your agency any ser- 
vice which we are equipped 
to render. While I am sure 
you recognize that we do 
not have on the staffs of our 
county departments of pub- 
lic welfare psychiatric so- 
cial workers, the county de- 
partment will, upon request 
of the local draft boards, be 
pleased to furnish the Selec- 
tive Service Headquarters 
with pertinent factual data 
in regard to physical and 
mental condition of regis- 
trants known to the agen- 
cy.”

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ALABAMA PULPWOOD 
NEEDED FOR WAR USE 


Pulpwood is rapidly be- 
coming one of the most erit- 
ically needed materials for 
the manufacture of powder, 
medical supplies, food con- 
tainers, parachutes, — shell 
cases and hundreds of other 
indispensable  supplies,, as 
pointed out by Charles R. 
Ross, extension forester. 

The WPB is making an 
urgent appeal to farmers 
and other woodland owners 
to cut pulpwood, pointing 
Gut that it seems impossible 
to overcome the present 
shortage unless many  far- 
mers do this. Pulpwood 
can be cut during “lay-by” 
time this summer, on wet 
days, or at other times dur- 
ing the year when regular 
farm jobs are not pressing. 
The usual price is from 
$6.50 to $7.50 a unit loaded 
on cars. Railroad cars cay- 
ry from 10 to 15 units. 

Woodland owners are ad- 
vised to get in touch with 
the pulpwood contractors in 
their territory so as to get 
specifications and price be- 
fore doing any cutting. 
Wherever pulpwood is being 
hauled or loaded on railroad 
sidings there is a market for 
farm-cut wood. 

The following mills buy 
pulpwood in Alabama: Mo- 
bile Paper Company, Chich- 
ton; Hollingsworth & Whit- 
ney Company, Mobile; Na- 
tional Gypsum Company, 
Mobile; Southern Kraft Cor- 
poration, Mobile; Gulf 
States Paper Corporation, 
Tuscaloosa; Southern Kraft 
Corporation, Panama City, 
Fla.; The Mead Corporation, 
Harriman, Tenn.

A PEOPLE IN DISTRESS 


LESSON TEXT—Exodus 1:6-14; 2:23- 


GOLDEN TEXT—They cried, and their 
cry came up unto God by reason of the 
bondage,—Exodus 2:23, 


Today is Independence Day, Yet 
much of the world is in bondage, and 
the rest of it in a struggle to pre- 
vent freedom from perishing from 
the earth, 

Our lesson too is about a nation in 
bondage, but we learn from it that 
there is a way to be free. Even so 
we declare the way of personal lib- 
erty which is open and free, 

The Lord Jesus Christ opened it at 
Calvary's tree and anyone who is 
still the bond slave’ of Satan may 
make this a great and glorious In- 
dependence Day by now declaring 
his falth in the Deliverer of our 
souls, 

We begin today a series of lessons 
in the book of Exodus which reveal 
the high and mighty hand of God 
working on behalf of His people. 

The family of Jacob—or, as the 
Bibke calls them, the children of Is- 
rael—prospered in Egypt particular- 
ly as long as Joseph and the rulers 
who remembered him were alive, 
But they soon learned one of life’s 
bitter lessons, that— 


I. Prosperity Is Not Always a 


Blessing (1:6-11). 


The Hebrews were a _ peaceful, 
law-abiding people. They were God's 
chosen people, and as He blessed 
them they prospered, and thus inno- 
cently they brought upon themselves 
the hatred of the suspicious Egyp- 
tians. 

Prosperity is never an unmixed 
blessing. We as a nation know that 
to be true. Not only does it lead to 
a certain softening of the sinews, 
but all too often it results in a 
weakening of the moral fiber, which 
makes man easy prey to the attack 
of the enemy of our souls, 

Is it not strange, then, that we 
should—even in times of all-out war- 
fare—be so eager to chase the dol- 
lar that we are willing to neglect 
our children, forget church, live un- 
natural lives, just that we may make 
more and more money? 

The Egyptians had, humanly 
speaking, reason to fear this great 
nation which was growing up in 
their midst. The new rulers did not 
know Joseph and had forgotten the 
spirit in which he had brought his 
family into the land. The leaders 
of the Egyptians therefore made 
plans which appealed to their bril- 
liant leaders as politic and wise, But 
they reckoned without God, and the 
burdens and afflictions they placed 
on the Israelites only served to bring 
further blessing. 

So Israel learned a lesson which 
our present sorry world can profit 
by, that— 


II. Persecution Is Not Always a 
Burden (vv. 12-14). 


The people of Israel did not appre- 
ciate it, but the bitterness of their 
bondage was a blessing in disguise. 
Note that— 

1, It Kept Them Separate as a 
People. Affliction often serves to 
keep God's people separated from 
the world. It is doing so today. 

2. It Disciplined Them and Pre- 
pared Them for the Hardships of 
Their Wilderness Journey. We too 
do well to remember that ‘whom 
the Lord loveth he chasteneth,”’ and 
that if we are properly ‘“‘exercised”’ 
thereby, our sorrows may yield rich 
fruit in our lives, 

3. It Threw Them Back upon God, 
Many are the saints of God who 
have found that the fiery trial, the 
burden so hard to understand, or 
some affliction of their body, has 
caused them to bring their burden 
to the Lord. We have traveled far 
on the road of faith when we have 
reached the place where we learn 
that ‘man’s extremity is God's op- 
portunity." 

They had only one place to turn, 
They were hemmed in on every side, 
but, as ever, they found that the 
Way up no man can close, They 
called on their God. 


lil. Prayer Always Brings Delly- 
erance (2:23-25). 

Does God really know when His 
people suffer? Does He really care? 
Yes, He does. ‘They cried,” and 
“God heard’ and “remembered.” 
That's all we need to know. The 
groaning of His people had already 
stirred God's gracious and tender 
heart. But He waited to hear their 
cry before He answered. Such is 
the law of prayer. May we not for- 
get it. Far too often we turn to 
everyone and everything else, and 
finally, in desperation, to God. Why 
not turn to Him first? 

Does God hear and answer pray- 
er? Yes, but remember that real 
prayer is the cry of faith coming 
from the heart-of an obedient child. 
God may answer other prayers, but 
He always answers such a prayer. 

His answer may not be in accord 
with our opinion of what it should 
be, for His wisdom is infinite. He 
knows better than we what the an- 
swer should be. Let us trust the 
Judge of all the earth to do right 
(Gen, 18:25).
